Non-elected claims 9-10, 21 and 31 have been cancelled from the application. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Dominguez et al, Bateson et al, and Richmond et al disclose various types of 
center beam railroad comprising a center beam car body mounted on a pair of first and 
second spaced apart rail car trucks, said body having a deck structure, a central vertical 
web assembly with a top truss assembly running along said car, said vertical web 
assembly extending upwardly of said deck structure, said deck structure including first 
and second end deck portions mounted over the trucks, and a medial portion lying 
between the trucks, said medial decking portion being stepped downward relative to the 
first and second end deck portions, and said medial decking portion having a pair of 
medial decking side sills mounted therealong. Jamrozy et al disclose a railroad car for 
container comprising a medial decking portion being stepped downwardly relative to 
end decking portions with end deck side sills having greater depth section than medial 
decking side sills. However, none of the references of record suggests a center beam 
railroad comprising a center beam car body mounted on a pair of first and second 
spaced apart rail car trucks, said body having a deck structure, a central vertical web

assembly with a top truss assembly running along said car, said vertical web assembly 
extending upwardly of said deck structure, said deck structure including first and second 
end deck portions mounted over the trucks, and a medial portion lying between the 
trucks, said medial decking portion being stepped downward relative to the first and 
second end deck portions, and said medial decking portion having a pair of medial 
decking side sills mounted therealong, wherein each of said side sills having a web, 
said web having an upper edge and a lower edge, with the upper edge lying further 
transversely outboard than said lower edge in the manner defined in the instant claim 
23. Therefore, claims 2-8, 11-14, 16-19, 24-28, 30, depending therefrom, are 
considered to be allowable.
